Dr. S. H. Gump, among many other 
useful things, said "The way to be a 
success as an apple grower is to 
prune, cultivate and spray; make it 
a study and give it your, attention as 
the growing of apples is no fool's 
play. 
In barreling your apples be 
sure and grade, but never misrepre-

R. C. McNamara, Esq., fol- 


lowed with some most excellent re- 
marks on the same subject. He said, 
"The farmer, a fruit grower, has the 
best occupation in -the land for when 
night conies he can lie down and 
sleep, but, on the other hand, in al- 
most any occupation or profession 
the work is hard during the day and 
when night 
does come he must lie 


upon his bed, or sit in his office for 
hours, passing many sleepless nights 
in preparation of what is before 
him.

// C., gave a number of very instructive 
talks, as well as answered a great

many questions, along the line of 
fruit giowmg. 
Prof. Herr was fre- 


quently called upon to answer cer- 
tain, questions and explain certain 
questions of importance in the in- 
dustry. 
There were 143 specimens of ap- 


ples and pears on exhibition, the fin- 
est display we have ever had. On 
suggestion of Prof. Herr, these speci- 
mens were packed, shipped to Har- 
risburg, and placed in cold storage 
to be on exhibition at the State As- 
sociation meeting to be held in Janu- 
ary.

sixty-first Congress on Tuesday: 
Treasury Deficit—The payment o 


the anticipated $73,000,000 defici 
by the sale of Panama Canal bonds 
is approved. 


Government 
Economy—By rigid 


cutting of estimates a surplus o 
?36,000,000 for next year is indicat 
ed, but Congress is warned that the 
needs of the Government will permi 
no further pruning. 


Panama Canal—Cost of Isthmian 


Canal estimated at $375,201,000 and 
the pplicy of paying for its construe 
tion py bond issues and not out o 
current revenue is approved. 
Civil Pensions—A system of civi 
pensions is advocated in the interes 
of Government service, so that super- 
annuated employes may be retired in 
favor of younger and more efficiem 
men.

Then followed a lecture on Person- 
al experience with lime and legume* 
by J. W. Bruckart. 
Mr. Bruckait 


gave instances where the application 
of lime had been of decided benefit 
to growing crops but added that it 
was necessary to have decayed veg- 
etable matter in the soil for the lime 
to act upon, otherwise the applica- 
tion would be useless. The growing 
of leguminous plants, such as 
th.<j 
clovers, peas and beans, and plowing 
them down as green crops would 
greatly enrich the soil and furnish 
the nitrogen which is so much need- 
ed as a plant food. 
He recited in- 
stances where soil fertility had 
greatly improved by the growing an'd 
plowing down of such legumes PS 
crimson clover and cow peas. 


The query box was passed and the 
speaker plied with questions about 
uie quantity of liuae per acre ami 
the best way to distribute evenlj; 
also, whether the lime should • h& 
burned or ground limestone. Ground 
limestone does well on well-drained

NE of the most common dis- 


eases among horses is colic. 
This may be caused by moldy 
food, a sudden change of food 


or anything else that affects the di- 
gestive system unfavorably. 
Refusing 


to eat, 
pawing, groaning, 
looking 


around at flank, lying down and get- 
ting tip again are some of the common 
symptoms of colic. A good remedy to 
have on hand for colic is turpentine, 
one ounce; cannabis indica, one-half 
ounce; alcohol, four ounces; water, one 
pint. This should be shaken well and 
given as a drench. In severe cases a 
veterinarian should be sent for. 


Barbed Wire Cuts. 


"Wherever horses are allowed to run 


in pastures fenced with barbed -wire 
there will be frequent need of treat- 
ment for wire cuts, in case the cut is 
deep, with considerable bleeding, the 
first thing to do is to stop tbe flow of 
blood. Alcohol, vinegar or alum wa- 
ter is good for this purposed A solu- 
tion of chloride of iron is still better. 
If tbe bleeding is from a large vessel, 
compression will have to be applied, 
toward the heart if an artery is cut or 
away from it in the case of a vein. 
Usually, however, barbed wire cuts do 
not bleed seriously. 
They should be 


cleaned thoroughly with warm water 
*> which carbolic acid has been added 
at the rate of 1 to 100. If the wound 
"matterates" an openingshould be made 
at the lower part to allow the pus to 
escape freely. 
The wound should be 


washed daily with a solution of chlo- 
ride of zinc, one dram to one pint of 
water, and a little powdered iodoform 
sifted on it. This iodoform aids heal- 
ing, prevents the formation of "proud 
flesh" and keeps the flies away. 
A 


very bad cut should be dressed by a 
veterinarian, as proper treatment will 
reduce the size of the resulting scar. 


Galls. 


When horses are put to work in the 


spring, galls are very likely to form on 
their shoulders. This can be prevented 
by the use of collars and by accustom- 
ing the houses to work gradually. The 
use of pads is seldom advisable, as 
they become filled with sweat and are 
hard and irritating. A hard leather 
collar that fits snugly to the horse's 
neck is the best thing to use. The 
hames should fit the collar snugly. 
Washing the shoulders in warm water 
every night helps to keep them from 
galling. Sugar of lead, twenty grains 
to one ounce of water, or nitrate of 
silver, ten grains to one ounce of wa- 
ter, is a good remedy. The following 
salve is one of the best cures for galls 
after they have once formed: Pulver- 
ized alum, four ounces; pulverized 
bloodroot, four ounces; white lead, 
four ounces; calomel, two ounces. Mix 
with glycerin, sweet oil or lard to make 
an ointment. 


Sweeny. 


Sweeny, or a wasting away of the 


muscles of the shoulder, occasionally 
occurs in farm horses. It is caused by 
a strain by pulling with only one tug 


n a remit of tnoMjr 'feed; stratus or 
injuries of any kiutl. Contagious nbor 
tlon .la seldom troublesome except in 
the case of cows. All cases of abor- 
tion in cows.! unless positively known 
to be due to some other cause,- should 
be treated as contagions. If once in 
troduced into a herd this disease 
spreads rapidly, almost destroying tbe 
usefulness of tbe entire herd for breed- 
ing purposes. 


As soon as a cow has aborted, tbe 


calf, if it is dead, should be burned; 
together with the afterbirth. The 
stall and tbe hind quarters of the cow 
should be disinfected thoroughly. A 
2 per cent solution of some coal tar 
dip or a 1% per cent solution of car- 
bolic acid is all right for this purpose. 
The genital organs of the cow should 
be syringed out with this solution 
every three or four days as long as 
there is any discharge. 
Cows that 


have aborted should be kept well 
away from the rest of the herd. They 
should not be bred for at least ten 
weeks after aborting or until all dis- 
charge has ceased. The reproductive 
organs of-the bull should be disinfect- 
ed both before and after service. The 
bull is one of the most frequent means

of transmitting the disease from one 
cow to another. All litter in the stall 
where tbe affected cow is kept should 
be burned as soon as cleaned out. 


For internal use the carbolic acid 


treatment has given the best results. 
One of the best ways to give this is 
in salt at the rate of 2 parts to 100 
parts of barrel salt. 
Pure carbolic 


acid comes in crystals and will have 
to be liquefied by placing the bottle in 
hot water for a few moments. The 
acid should be poured over the salt 
and stirred in well. This makes an 
excellent -preventive. 
It should be 


placed where the cows can get it at 
all times, beginning- at least five 
mouths before calving with cows that 
have previously aborted and three 
mouths with those that have not. 


All new cows should be kept sepa- 


rate from the rest of the herd until it is 
certain that they are free from infec- 
tion. If there is any unusual discharge 
they should be returned to the seller 
or subjected to a strict course of pre- 
ventive treatment. 


Milk Fever. 


Heavy milking cows are often af- 


fected with milk fever soon after calv- 
ing. The first symptoms appear from 
ten to twenty hours after calving. The 
cow becomes 'uneasy, ceases to eat or 
to notice the calf and seems to be in 
considerable pain. 
The walk is un- 


steady, and the animal^soon falls and

Tuberculosis. 


Tuberculosis affects cattle, swine and 


man. 
It has been clearly proved that 


tuberculosis can be transmitted to 
swine through the rnilk of affected 
cows, and it is very probable that if 
can be transmitted to human beings in 
the same way. 


Tuberculosis can seldom be told by 


the appearance of the animal. Often 
the best looking cows in the herd will 
be the worst affected. Tuberculosis is 
easily transmitted from one cow in a 
herd to another. The only safe way to 
do is to get the herd on a healthy basis 
and keep it there. The tuberculin test 
applied by a competent man is a sure 
means of detecting the disease. The 
diseased animals should be sold to a 
soapmaker at once. 
If the disease 


is present only in certain local parts of 
the body the rest may be all right for 
uss. After the herd is once clcanee1 
up no animals should be brought on 
the place that have not been subjected 
to the test. In this way only can a 
healthy herd be maintained'.

When there is cholera in Ibe 
neighborhood no one but the regular 
feeder should be allowed in the
